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MOVING PICTURES NEEDED ON 
SUNDAYS AS ON OTHER DAYS 





The movement now on foot to 
pass a Blue Law that will prohibit 
Sunday movies is one of the most 
dangerous that can be imagined. 

It strikes at the very root of the 
public welfare, and does this in the 
most deadly way, that is, by appeal- 
ing to conscientious, well meaning 
and unselfish people. 

An attack by the hooligans the 
community can resist, but when the 
moral and religious element go crazy 
and start to run amuck there is real 
danger. 

There is no need to impugn the 
motives of the Sunday Closers. It 
may be courteously granted that they 
are sincere and even heroic in fol- 
lowing their conscience. 

That is precisely why their e6uc- 
cess would be so fatal. 

The Bolsheviki are sincere. The 
anarchists are sincere. The A. P, A. 
are sincere, The pro-Germans in 
America were undoubtedly sincere. 
Only a sincere madman would blow 
up an orphan asylum or scatter ty- 
phoid germs for the Fatherland. 

But sincerity without sanity and 
common sense is social and moral 
TNT. 

Here are the plain facts, which all 
who are not so blinded by fanaticism 
that they care nothing for the public 
weal and the good of the community 
are invited to consider: 

(1) The reason for passing any 
law is that it expresses the will of 
the nrajority. The majority of the 
people in the United States are in 
the habit of quitting work and at- 
tending church, or diverting them- 
selves, on Sunday. Hence a law 
protecting them against disturbance 
on that day is just. The movies do 
not disturb the peace or interfere in 
any way with the enjoyment of those 
who do not attend them. 

(2) The object of no law in this 
country is to promote morals and 
religion. Government is expressly 
forbidden to meddle in such matters. 
The people in their own way and by 
their own voluntary organizations at- 
tend to this themselves. The etate 
can support no church and subven- 
tion no charity. If churches, chari- 
ties and uplift movements cannot get 
along by themselves the state is not 
permitted to help them. 

The movies are not to blame if 
people do not go to church, any more 
than the country, the parks or the 
seashore are to blame if people en- 
joy them. 

The religious instinct is one of 
the oldest in the race, and is today 
one of the most powerful. Not all 
the picture shows in Christendom 
could keep people from worshiping 
30d, cultivating their moral nature 
and teaching their children to be 
good.

To the Editor:

On the contrary, the industrial con- 
flict has becotmme more intense and 
widespread in recent years, and the 
opposing forces are forming new 
combinations which make the prob- 
lem of peace continually more diffi- 
cult and uncertain. The great po- 
litical upheaval in Europe has let 
loose forces whose weapons are di- 
rected not merely against capital but 
against the existing order of society; 
and has furnished opportunities for 
profiteering of which unscrupulous 
characters have been eager to take 
advantage. By every species of ex- 
tortion and robbery, men are piling 
up colossal fortunes on the one hand, 
while on the other hand, the peace 
and prosperity of the nation are 
menaced by strikes and syndicalism, 
sabotage and Bolshevism. 

The prophecy of James 5:1-8 ap- 
plies to the present situation. If men 
would but put into practice the prin- 
ciple of the Golden Rule, and feel 
the same interest in the welfare of 
others that they feel in their own, 
all this trouble in the industrial 
world would vanish at once. Classes 
are not arrayed against each other 
because there is not room enough in 
the world for all, nor because there 
is not sufficient food ,clothing, fuel 
and money to supply the needs of 
all. The conditions of the present 
day project into view with startling 
clearness the innate selfishness and 
depravity of the human heart. That 
is where the trouble lies, and only 
God can provide the remedy. Men 
Ihust become partakers of the divine 
nature, which they can receive thru 
the provisions of the gospel. Then 
and only then will the relations of 
men with their fellow-men be marked 
by peace and concord, 

There aré sign$ of trouble dhead. 
lhe rapid increasé of wealth enables 
inen to form greater and stronger 
combinations of capital, and the com- 
binations of working men are reach- 
ing out for international alliances 
which will give them political power 
and prestige. Only recently the la- 
bor unions of England assumed the 
right to dictate to the British gov- 
ernment in regard to its relation with 
Russia. The working men are bet- 
ter olf today in the matter of wages 
and possessions than they ever were 
before, yet they are as dissatisfied 
as ever, and never were strikes more 
numerous and disastrous to the gen. 
eral welfare than now. God, how- 
ever, has a_ sovereign remedy for 
the situation, To all who are Oop:

COUNTY DIVISION BATTLE IS 
LOOMING 

The biennial nightmare of county 
division is again about to arouse San 
Bernardino county. 

A bill to amend the present legis- 
lative restrictions on county ‘division 
has been introduced at Sacramento 
This fact has just been discovered 
‘or it was one of the hundreds of 
Mmeusures introduced during the clos- 
ing days of the first session. 

Interests in Sonoma county, where 
Santa Rosa is the county seat anil 
Petaluma has visions of establishing 
a new county, are behind the meas- 
| ure, There are said to be half dozen 
other points of discontent within the 
siate which will support the new bill, 

The present law is that both the 
section seeking to form a new county 
and the section from which the ter- 
ritory would be taken must approve 
of the division by a two-thirds vote. 
There must therefore be a genuine 
demand for county division before it 
could be accomplished. 

Pomona has always had the ambi 
tion to be a county seat by taking 
the eastern part of Los Angeles 
county and the western part of San 
Bernardino county. 

Although there is no enthusiasm in 
the western part of this county, be- 
cause of the fact that tax assess- 
ments on Los Angeles county prop- 
erty now exceeds the assessments 
in this county and because there is a 
growing feeling of antagonism be- 
tween Ontario and Pomona, there is 
no desire in the rest of the county 
io permit county division to become 
an issue as it was in years past. A 
strong campaign is expected to be 
started to oppose the new bill in 
the legislature.
